BELFAST, 
Northern Ireland (UPI)— 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson today 
ordered 
British troops to march into 
Belfast and end four days of rioting be­ 
tween Protestants and Roman Catho- 
lies. 
Six hundred troops in combat gear flew 
in from England at noon after another 
morning of fighting in which Catholic 
crowds behind a burned out bus barri­ 
cade fought police using armored cars. 
The 600 troop reinforcements dou­ 
bled the British garrison massing at 
Belfast’s 
gates and raised to 6,200 the 
number of soldiers now on duty in the 
riot 
area where Protestant - Catholic 
fighting has killed six persons, wound­ 
ed hundreds more and dragged the coun­ 
try close to civil war. 
In Dublin, the Irish Republic govern­ 
ment mobilized 
2,000 army reservists 
to support 1,600 troops it already has 
sent to the border of Northern Ireland 
in the Emerald Isle’s most serious con­ 
frontation in five decades. 
A man ripped down the Union Jack 
at the British embassy in Dublin and 
threw it to a crowd which tried to burn 
it and then ripped it to pieces while an­ 
gry youths in the crowd vowed they would 
go north tonight to join the Catholics in 
their battles with gasoline firebombs, 
clubs and stones. 
The heaviest fighting today in Bel­ 
fast was the Falls Road area, the no­ 
man’s 
land street between the Catholic 


minority demanding equal voting, hous­ 
ing and job rights and the Protestant ma­ 
jority resenting pressure from the Irish 
Republic to the south. 
It was there the Catholics today seized 
two buses, burned one of them and turn­ 
ed it into a street barricade. The Catho­ 
lics also seized a movie house there in 
the name of the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA). 
In London, Wilson’s aides said “ The 
China, Russia 


government of Northern Ireland has ask­ 
ed the United Kingdom government for 
the assistance of troops to restore law 
and order in Belfast. The U.K. govern­ 
ment 
has acceeded to this request on 
the same term s as similar assistance 
was provided in Londonderry last Thurs­ 
day night.” 


Three hundred British troops Thurs­ 
day night used barbed 
wire and bayo­ 


nets to separate Battling Catholics and 
Protestants 
at 
Londenderry, another 
flash point in the rioting sweeping Nor­ 
thern Ireland, the worst since the Irish 
rebellion of 1916.

LONDON (UPI) — The Soviet Union 
and communist China are ready to use 
nuclear weapons in the event of actual 
war, diplomatic sources said today. 
Moscow has hinted pointedly at its 
nuclear superiority over China in recent 
references to the sharpening Sino Soviet 
conflict. The Chinese have said publicly 
they are prepared for nuclear war. 
Diplomatic sources said the conflict 
has taken a serious turn for the worse, 
but believed war is still unlikely, at 
least for the time being. 
But they no longer rule out a major 
“ border war,” in one or two key fron­ 
tier areas, that could mushroom events 
ally into nuclear warfare. 
Reports reaching London from the 
Far East said developments have be­ 
come unpredictable, with both sides hav­ 
ing worked themselves into a political 
and ideological “ frenzy.” 
The Chinese, the reports said, appar­ 
ently are exploiting the Soviet threat 
for domestic purposes, using it as a uni- 
fying factor in a difficult internal situ- 
ation. But they evidently genuinely fear 
Moscow is out to diplomatically isolate 
Peking and to force a smcalled secur­ 
ity alignment in Asia to “ contain” China 
for decades. 


Campbell seeks 


board moratorium 


Lompoc Valley Dairyman 
Veril C. 
Campbell has asked the Board of Super­ 
visors to declare a moratorium on re­ 
cent increases in assessed 
valuation 
that have hiked taxes as much as four 
times. 
Campbell is a former county super­ 
visor. In his communication to the board, 
timed for Monday's meeting, he asked 
the supervisors to hold the line at the 
1968-69 
levels until a clarification of 
widespread protests. 
Campbell told the Record today that 
he didn’t have any real hope that the su­ 
pervisors would heed his request. He 
intimated that County Assessor Harry 
Holmquist 
would have to have the ap­ 
proval of the supervisors for any cor­ 
rections or reductions at this point, 
except for those required 
to rectify 
clerical errors. 
The assessor stirred a storm of pro­ 
test recently when he reassessed a vast 
area south and east of Lompoc. Ranch­ 
ers and property owners have attended 
three stormy but inconclusive meet­ 
ings, called by Campbell. Similar meet­ 
ings are reportedly being held in other 
parts of the county particularly in Los 
Alamos. 
Property 
owners have until Aug. 26 
to file official protests with the super­ 
visors who change hats to sit as a local 
Board of Equalization.

000 more than he originally disclosed in 
June — bringing the number of men in 
Vietnam down to about 400,000. 
Nixon spent three hours in confer­ 
ence with the National Security Council 
at his villa by the sea here, and after­ 
wards Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler 
told newsmen Nixon and his top advisors 
were keeping a close eye on the increas­ 
ed action. 
“ The President, of course, is watch­ 
ing this very carefully,” Ziegler said. 


rhe significance 
of increased enemy 
initiated activity is something that we 
don’t want to draw any conclusions on at 
this point, but it bears upon administra­ 
tion thinking and the President’s think­ 
ing as he evaluates the situation in Viet­ 
nam on a day-to-day basis.” 
Ziegler said the subject of troop with­ 
drawal did not come up at the NSC meet­ 
ing, but Nixon and his senior advisers 
were watching the

“very carefully.” 
Ziegler said U.S. force levels still 
would depend on three criteria outlined

The Summer Aide Program 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
is proving more successful than 
ever this year. 
The more than 60 teen-agers 
employed and the people they 
work with in the various tech­ 
nical and non-technical jobs are 
enthusiastic 
about the oppor­ 
tunities of the program and the 
work that is being accomplish­ 
ed. 
The program was originated 
in 1964 to provide summer work 
for high school juniors andsei> 
iors from large families with a 
limited income, and who have 
little or no work experience. 
The only major change in the 
program since its beginning has 
been the development of a spe­ 
cific plan of training for the 
youths who are hired. 
“ We try to place young peo­ 
ple in jobs that would provide 
more than just a paycheck,“ 
Margaret T. Dulin, personnel 
staffing specialist, said. “ The 
emphasis is on placing them 
where they can gain some use­ 
ful eperience as well as ex­ 
perience different than what 
they could get elsewhere." 
Department heads at VAFB 
report that the youths under 
their supervision have proven to 
be 
hard working individuals 
with an interest in their spe­ 
cific jobs and who actually look 
for things to do during slack 
work periods. 
P. T. Smith, chief of securi­ 
ty at the Air Force Western 
Test Range, said of one of his 
youth aides: “ She has tried as 
hard as a person can and has 
given me eight hours ofproduo» 
tive work every day. She’s try­ 
ing to do her best and strives to 
please. For example, when she 
does make a mistake she learns 
from it rather than resents our 
correcting her." 
The youth have expressed 
gratitude for the opportunities 
given them and at the same time 
feel they are contributing to the 
important work going on at the 
base. 
“ I feel very fortunate that 
they are willingtotrustmetodo 
this work although I’ve had no 
real previous experience at it," 
Linda Torres, a clerical as­ 
sistant aide, said. “ This job 
has given me the opportunity 
to learn about my capabilities 
and is a good reference to put 
down the next time I go job hunt­ 
ing. 
“ 1 realize they have been get­ 
ting along without me for some 
time, 
but I still feel like I’m 
accomplishing something." 
The youths, between the ages 
of 16 and 21 are paid $1.65 
per hour to work in such jobs as 
vehicle maintenance helpers, 
plumbers 
helper, 
drafting 
trainee, camera repair helper 
and clerical assistants.

plicate matters, part of the road 
was under construction but the 
driver wheeled that bus over 
roads no wider than a cow path, 
straight down on both sides, as 
if he were on a freeway. We 
looked at the rest of the pas­

prayers 
and decided 
if 
they 
had faith,

we. We noticed that all bus 
drivers have little things dai> 
gling here and there in the front 
— a doll, bell, decorative balls 
— perhaps they are good-luck 
amulets — boy, he needed all 
the luck he could find on that 
trip! 
After 
several transfers in 
this gale, we got to the top 
where we were to go up a flight 
of stone stairs to a lodge where 
we had a half-hour wait tor the 
next bus. By this time the storm 
had reached its peak also and 
it was a miracle that we ever 
got up the slippery steps and 
into the lodge. We never did see 
the crater. 
We were hungry and in need 
of the facilities which were 
—outside! After braving the ele­ 
ments once more, we faced the 
food problem and settled for a 
bowl of noodles, a few piec­ 
es of pork, and lots of broth. 
We grabbed our chop-sticks and 
lit in — gurgling and slun> 
ing in the best Japanese fash­ 
ion, with every eye in the place 
on us — curious how we would 
manage this situation. We guess 
we passed the test because ev­ 
eryone was all smiles when we 
finished. Their smiles are lit­ 
erally pure gold — they have 
their teeth capped in gold so 
sometimes it looks like the sun 
coming 14) when they grin. 
We find we’re quite an attrao 
tion anyway, and we got used to 
people 
staring and 
children 
walking around us with their 
eyes wide as if we had two 
heads. As we said, Occidentals 
are very rare. We wear bright 
clothes, we’re tall, our hair is 
gray and our toenails are paint­ 
ed. What a spectacle! 
We thought it pretty funny 
when the women began changing 
their clothes and preparing for 
the bad weather right there in 
the waiting room. Eventually 
the other bus arrived and we 
made our way down to the val­ 
ley again where it was sunny. 
The whole thing was like a 
nightmare after it was over. 
We were ready to turn Vic 
(Inouye) in on a new travel 
agent. 
Everything looks brighter aft­ 
er a hot bath and “ happy hour" 
and the meal was sumptuous. 
In these inns, meals are serv­ 
ed in your room by a maid who 
sees that you are well supplied 
with everything. Our feast was 
green soy beans in the pod, 
boiled quail eggs on a stock, 
squid, shrimp, wild fern shoots, 
chicken in kumquat sauce, pink 
rice with sesame seeds on top, 
raw fish over shredded radish 
with grated lemon rind, taro and 
bamboo shoots, and a square 
of something Vic said was ali­ 
mentary paste. Your guess is as 
good as ours as to that that 
would do for you. And sake — 
that is what makes it all go 
down. 
The next morning, we were 
expecting some toast and cof­ 
fee, but was bamboozled into a 
“ Viking breakfast." This if the 
Japanese 
version of an early 
morning smorgasbord and we 
just couldn’t take it. We were

sorry to lose face after the 
good showing we were making, 
but somehow our stomach is a 
bit tender at that time of day 
so we settled for a cup of cof­ 
fee and two soft-boiled eggs. No 
butter and no pepper. 


We’re 
getting so we can’t 
trust Vic and his ideas on 
what’s good to eat. Toshi says 
she can never find fish heads 
or shrimp tails on his plate 
so guesses he must eat them! 
He gets absolutely ecstatic when 
he’s faced with chocolate cov­ 
ered crabs, barbecued grass­ 
hoppers, crab innards and sal­ 
ted sea urchins. He claims the 
Chinese 
are 
worse because 
they’ll eat anything that crawls 
while Japanese eat anything that 
swims. If it were not for Cut­ 
ty Sark, we’re sure we’d be was­ 
ted away. 


This tale sounds as if most 
of our experiences have not been 
very good but that is not so. 
We have found this land to be 
charming and very beautiful, the 
people friendly and very hos­ 
pitable, and toll of fun. There 
is so much beautiful scenery 
on every side that our camera 
finally broke down complete­ 
ly so we’re going to have to de­ 
pend on Vic for part of our 
pictures. 


This is still summer but a 
few of the Japanese maples are 
already a chartreuse 
green, 
slightly tinged with orange. Per­ 
haps it is a particular variety 
but as we ride the cable cars 
up the mountain sides, we look 
down and visualize what a glor­ 
ious riot of color it must be in 
the fall. We believe we said 
something that we could ima­ 
gine how beautitol Japan must 
be in the spring — how will 
we ever decide when we should 
come again?

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
1969 legislature flirted with 
disaster by passing a tardy 
budget for the new fiscal year. 
Then it broke a promise to 
taxpayers by adjourning with­ 
out 
a 
major 
tax 
reform 
program. 
Lawmakers did , however, 
approve a 10 per cent income 
tax reduction for next year that 
was requested by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, who will probably seek 
a second term in 1970. 
After 
weeks 
of 
political 
bickering legislators sent Rea­ 
gan a $6.3 billion budget for the 
1969-70 fiscal year. But the 
action came four days after the 
June 30 deadline. 
During the 96 hours the state 
was without authorization to 
conduct business, its 150,000 
employes worked as volunteers 
never knowing if they would be 
paid for their efforts. 


Assembly Democrats trig­ 
gered the money crisis, t h e 
worst since the Great Depres­ 
sion, by demanding more funds 
for local schools and tax reform 
to relieve the burden of proper­ 
ty taxpayers. 
Reagan agreed to $120 million 
in new school aid, although 
lawmakers late in the session 
sent him a $134 million bill he 
will probably sign. 
Reagan and lawmakers, who 
campaigned on promises of tax 
reform, failed to agree on a 
program. They delayed a final 
decision 
on 
the 
politically 
sensitive issue until the 1970 
election year. 
Reagan proposed a plan that 
contained voluntary withholding 
of state 
income taxes. 
He 
opposed a mandatory withhold­ 
ing, written into an Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee plan. 
The 
Republican 
governor 


proposed 
the 
10 per cent 
income tax rebate plan early in 
the 
session, but Democrats 
tried to do him one better by 
suggesting 20 per cent. 
After months of haggling over 
how much surplus had built up 
in 
the 
state 
treasury the 
governor’s plan won approval. 
However, the amount to be 
returned was whittled down to 
$87 million with a ceiling of 
$200 for married couples and 
$100 for singles. Income taxpay­ 
ers will simply subtract 10 per 
cent from their state bills due 
next April 15. 
The 1969 legislature 
also 
bailed out the San Francisco 
Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict from its $146 million 
financial debt by authorizing 
the three-county 
system 
to 
impose a 1-2 cent sales tax 
increase for 4 1-2 years to raise 
the money. 
And for the Southern Califor­ 
nia Rapid Transit District, the 
legislature authorized a V2 cent 
sales tax hike for six months to 
raise an estimated $36 million— 
mostly to maintain the sys­ 
tem’s present 
level of bus 
service. 


When torrential rains pound­ 
ed California this past winter 
and washed away roads and 
public works, lawmakers enact­ 
ed an emergency 1-cent gaso 
liqne tax increase to pay for 
repairs. 
The boost was scheduled to 
remain in effect for six months, 
but Reagan, invoking a provi­ 
sion granted him by lawma­ 
kers, ordered the state gas tax 
reduced from 8 to 7 cents a 
gallon as of Sept. 1. 
Legislators 
also shattered 
precedent and voted to impose 
the state 7-cent business and 
corporation 
tax 
on income 
derived 
by 
churches 
from 
nonreligious business holdings. 
The measure by Sen. Anthony 
C. Beilenson, D-Beverly Hills, 
is expected to get Reagan’s 
signature. 
And lawmakers, in a tip-of- 
the-hat to tax reform, passed a 
bill by Bagley increasing the 


business inventory 
tax exem­ 
ption from 15 per cent to 30 
per cent. 
It was not a con­ 
troversial issue. 


They also put on the 1970 
ballot for voter approval or 
rejection a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment hiking the 
maximum 
interest 
rate the 
state can pay for bonds from 5 
per cent to 7 per cent. 


Several southern California 
lawmakers feared the state’s 
inability to sell bonds at the 
current high interest rate could 
jeopardize the 
State 
Water 
Project. 


One of the last actions by 
legislators was to vote them­ 
selves a pay raise beginning in 
1971. Their salaries will jump 
from $16,000 to 
$19,200. In­ 
creases were also ordered for 
Reagan’s top aides. 


The 
governor 
and 
other 
statewide office holders will 


additionally get a pay hike in 
1971, but they’ll have to earn it 
by winning re-election 
next 
year.

Ewing 
Carter, his brother, now de­ 
ceased, was born in Santa Rita.

Nick’s teacher at Santa Rita 
for his first two grades of 
school. He then transferred to 
Maple school when they moved 
to that district. 


During Lompoc High School 
years he competed in track 
and held the mile record at 
Lompoc for 45 years.He was 
one of ten students in the 1921 
Graduating Class. In Occident­ 
al College he completed all four 
years, held the Pacific coast 
intercollegiate mile and open 
records and the mile record at 
Occidental twenty-seven years, 
graduating from there in 1926. 
He made the 1928 Olympic team 
that 
went 
to 
Amsterdam, 
Holland. His best time in the 
mile was 4:16.4 made in a 
match race against Edwin Wide 
from Sweden in the Los Ang­ 
eles Coliseum in 1927. 


He is the first member of 
the Hall of Fame at Occident­ 
al College and the first mem­ 
ber of Lompoc High School’s 
Hall of Fame. Since 1933 he 
has been a faculty member at 
USCB except for three years 
in Peru coaching their national 
team and three and one half 
years in the Air Force, WWii, 
retiring with the rank of maj­ 
or. 


He retired from coaching at 
the end of the 1963 season and 
is now teaching full time in 
the physical activities depart­ 
ment.

agents 
confirmed 
they were looking into reports 
one of the victims was heavily 
in 
debt 
to 
gamblers. 
The 
Internal Revenue Service said 
it was making a routine inquiry 
into possible gambling activit­ 
ies of the victims, who included 
coffee heiress Abigail Folger, 
26, 
film 
director 
Voityck 
Frokowsky, 37, hair stylist Jay 
Sebring, 35, and Steven Parent, 
18. 
Miss Tate, who was eight 
months pregnant, and Sebring, 
her former fiance, were found 
dead in the living room of the 
secluded, barn-like house. Both 
had been stabbed and Sebring 


had been shot. Their bodies 
were linked by a cord tied 
around their necks and looped 
over a ceiling beam.

looted of television sets, win­ 
dows in the Pacific National 
Bank were broken and looters 
carried off clothing, jewelry 
and other high-value merchan­ 
dise. 
At least 21 persons were 
arrested. 
One 
demonstrator 
was brought in unconscious and 
another with a gash in his head. 
About a dozen persons were 
treated for tear gas inhalation. 
Prior to the outbreak, false 
reports of looting were tele­ 
phoned to police and when that 
failed to bring police into the 
district, 
actual 
looting and 
window smashing began. 
The first confrontation with 
police came at 10:35 p.m. as 
police moved into a mob busy 
smashing windows, ordered it 
to break up and then lobbed 
tear gas into the crowd.

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Space Research Spinning Off 
Some Down-to-Earth Benefits

WASHINGTON—!N E A>- 
When the a s t r o n a u t s re­ 
turned from the moon they 
made what is referred to as 
a soft landing. The national 
return from that same trip 
has in s o m e cases been 
harder—like thud. 


Robert Jastrow 
Earnings from space 
re­ 
search increasing. 
Public reaction has not all 
been favorable. Most people 
seem impressed—but as the 
novelty cools down, one ques­ 
tion is heating up: 
"W as it worth it?” 
The expense of the moon 
journey—$22.5 billion—is be­ 
ginning to prick people who 
feel they are s u f f e r i n g 
enough from the price of 
milk. And strapped taxpay­ 
ers everywhere want to know 
if space will ever be profit­ 
able. 
Space officials are increas­ 
ingly a n s w e r i n g in the 
affirmative. Besides the sci­ 
entific and prestige benefits, 
they say, the public is al­ 
ready e a r n i n g handsome 
monetary dividends f r o m 
rocket exploration. 
Robert Jastrow, director of 
the Goddard Institute for 
Space Study, gives perhaps 
the most encouraging report 
on material profits. Says he: 
" I t h i n k if we totaled 
everything up. we’d find that 
we are already getting as 
much money out of space re­ 
search as we are putting in­ 
to it. In agriculture alone, 
the estimate is we have in­ 
creased our yields $2 billion 
a year because of improved 
(satellite) weather forecast­ 
ing. And I believe that these 
earnings will double in the 
next few years.” 
As it h a p p e n s , Robert 
Jastrow is one of the few 
men in space authority who 


will attach dollar specifics 
to i m m e d i a t e space div­ 
idends. 
Most of his peers, 
t h o u g h b o u n d l e s s l y 
optimistic 
about 
economic 
benefits of the cosmos, will 
mention figures only when 
talking about the future. 
Dr. A. R. Clark, assistant 
to the director of research 
for the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, says he "could 
not 
b e g i n 
to estimate” 
whether farmers are signifi­ 
cantly profiting from space 
today. 
But he adds emphatically: 
‘‘We have made detailed 
studies as to what extent an 
expanded space technology 
program could help agricul­ 
ture. Our findings have been 
that the return of such a 
program would be about five 
to one; that is, for every 
dollar we spent on it we'd 
get about five dollars back.” 
But t h o u g h most space 
officials, like Dr. Clark, talk 
about money only when talk­ 
ing about tomorrow, they do 
not discount the probability 
that, as one NASA leader 
says. "W e are earning some 
hard cash right now.” 
These earnings, they ex­ 
plain. 
come 
mostly 
from 
" Sp a c e s p i n s-offs” —the 
commercially applicable by­ 
products being continually 
born in space study labora­ 
tories. 
A NASA d e p a r t m e n t , 
called the Technology U tili­ 
zation Division, reports that 
over 3.000 such spin-offs are 
now in the public domain. 
Some of them: 
For the home: The seal­ 
ing 
c a l k 
for 
spacecraft 
seams also is being used to 
plug 
up gaps 
in window 
sashes; paint used as space 
thermal cover (up to 1,300 
degrees) also gives years of 
maintenance-free protection 
to house siding; techniques 


used to prepare food for 
astronauts also are finding 
their way into kitchens in 
the form of freeze-dried edi­ 
bles such as coffee. 
For the sick; A six-legged 
machine invented for moon 
exploration has been rede­ 
signed as a walking chair 
for crippled kids; computer 
techniques used to enhance 
TV pictures from space are 
being used as X-ray boost- 


ers; 
sensors 
designed 
to 
measure air pressure can 
now be injected into human 
a r t e r i e s (through hypo­ 
dermic needles) to give vital 
blood pressure readings. 


For industry: Electromag­ 
netic hammers, which cause 
spacecraft metal to flow like 
soft plastic (to allow reshap­ 
ing without stress) are now- 
utilized by airplane and auto 


m a k e r s ; filament - wound 
plastics, strong as steel but 
nine times lighter, are be­ 
ing used by racing car mak­ 
ers; fuel cells are being used 
by public utilities to create 
more e f f i c i e n t electrical 
energy. 
No one in the space ad­ 
ministration can accurately 
estimate the currency worth 
of these space spin-offs. But 
each is a v a i l a b l e to the 


M 
business community on a 
royalty free basis, hundreds 
of firms are now utilizing 
some of the products com­ 
mercially, workers have thus 
been hired to meet new de­ 
mands—and, says one NASA 
man, ‘‘good money is def­ 
initely being made.” 
And 
this 
good 
money, 
officials add. can do nothing 
but grow. 
"Look at what happened 


with the invention of the 
auto and air travel,” says 
space pioneer Dr. Wernher 
von Braun. "Entire new in­ 
dustries were born and have 
now become a vital part of 
the nation’s economic struc­ 
ture. I think the same thing 
will happen in the ‘space in­ 
dustry. 
One day we’ll real­ 
ize we never could have got­ 
ten along without it.”

First Lady, must be pre­ 
pared to have 50 million 
pairs of eyes focused on her.

a 
payment of $10,000 a year to his 
son and daughter. This will was 
dated Feb. 2, 1963.

Their attorneys 
sought to oust Williams and 
King from control of the club 
on the basis of the document 
but a judge ordered the will

of 
ancient history. 
Today, Lee Elder symbolizes 
the black man on the previously 
all-white PGA tour more than 
Charlie Sifford. For any num­ 
ber of reasons. 
In golf, money is never a bad 
place to start and Lee Edler is 
doing 
all 
right 
in 
that 
department. So far this year he 
has won $44,343, which happens 
to be more than such others as 
Julius Boros, 
the 
defending 
champ in this tournament; Gay 
Brewer, 
Doug 
Sanders, 
Al 
Geiberger and Tony Jacklin to 
name 
only a few. 
Charlie 
Sifford also is on the list of 
those Elder tops. 
Television also has helped 
Lee Elder become known to 
millions. 
The cameras were on him all 
the way when he and Jack 
Nicklaus waged their dramatic 
sudden death playoff in the 
American Classic at Akron a 
year ago. The two had to go 
five holes before Nicklaus won 
it. Elder didn’t really lose. He 
played 
so well overall and 
battled Nicklaus so tenaciously 
head-to-head at Akron that he 


came away from that setback 
in much the same way Roberto 
DeVicenzo did when he lost last 
year’s Masters to Bob Goalby. 


Lee Elder, who is 35 and 
from Washington, D.C., came 
here 
without a worryin the 
world. He came here with his 
wife, Rose, after finishing third 
in last week’s Milwaukee Open 
and the way he’s hitting the 
ball, he ordinarily would have a 
good chance of becoming the 
first man of his race ever to 
win the PGA title. 
But something has happened 
since Elder arrived here earli­ 
er this week. 
A so-called coalition of civil 
rights groups has threatened to 
disrupt play during the four-day 
PGA competition. The coalition, 
preponderantly 
black, insists 
the local chamber of commerce 
has devoted much more atten­ 
tion to this tournament than to 
the impoverished people imme­ 
diately around it. 
Lee Elder, on one hand, can 
feel for those people in the 
coalition because they are of his 
race and they are in need. Lee 
Elder, on the other hand, is 
also

of the 
so-called 
“ affluent group” the coalition 
speaks out against. 
“ I am conscious of the fact I 
represent my race on the golf 
tour,” Elder said, when he was 
asked how he felt about the 
coalition’s threat to disrupt the 
tournament. “ I try never to do 
anything detrimental because of 
that. 
“ I’ve talked this local issue 
over with my wife and she said 
whatever I decided would be 
right. What I’ve decided is that 
this is not my affair. I don’t 
think I’ll get involved. Certain­ 
ly, I feel for these people, but 


I’m going to stay out of this 
thing.” 
Elder saved up $10,000 over 
five years to put himself on the 
tour. He worked hard accumu­ 
lating the money and finally 
joined the tour in the fall of 
1967. 
His biggest kick was that 
sudden 
death 
playoff 
with 
Nicklaus. 
“ I really got to be recognized 
for the first time after that,” 
he says. “ Before that, nobody 
knew me. They’d see me on the 
course 
and say ‘Who’s he? 
Who’s he?' Now they know I’m 
Lee Elder.” 
Elder laced on his golf shoes, 
obviously 
thought 
about 
the 
local issue some more and 
said:

NEW 
YORK — (NEA) — 
The household of John Sam­ 
ple in Philadelphia contains two 
scrapbooks that are chockful 
of Elm er’s glue and newspaper 
clippings. 
One book is 
maintained by 
Sample’s wife, 
Andrea. It is 
a modest text and contains all 
of the nice things people have 
said about her husband for the 
past 12 years. 
The other book, of consider­ 
able bulk, is kept by Sample 
himself. It contains 
only nas­ 
ty things people have said about 
him. “ It’s getting to be .in 
awful big book,” he admits. 
It appears that since Joe 
Don Looney has decided to re­ 
form and Sam Huff has ad­ 
mitted he was 
never really 
that mean, 
Johnny 
Sample 
stands alone as the Most Nef­ 
arious Player in professional 
football 
The sport these days 
is 
glutted with so-called 
Super 
Stars: Gale Sayers, 
Johnny 
Unitas, Joe Namath, 
Deacon 
Jones, 
Leroy Kelly, 
etc. 
There is, however, only one 
Super Villain and he plays cor- 
nerback for the New York Jets. 
Perhaps you caught his act 
against the College All-Stars 
in Chicago. The number on his 
uniform 
jersey was 24— the 
one with the sleeves cut off 
just above the biceps, a Sam­ 
ple trademark. He was the one 
with the open mouth. 
Last seen, in fact, Sample 
was trotting off Soldier Field 
to a chorus of boos usually re­ 
served for visiting snakes. Sam­ 
ple had just butted All-Star 
Coach Otto Graham on the nose 
with his faceguard. From the 
distant press box, it seemed a 
quick kiss, but an hour later 
dried blood still caked Grah­ 
am’s beak. 
“ Samples, a disgrace 
to 
his race,” Graham later told 
a black reporter. 
" I ’m ashamed to say I coach 
the guy.” a Jets coach told a 
cohort. 
“ He should never be allowed 
on a professional football field 
again,” said New York Giants 
President John Mara several 
years ago after Sample pounc­ 
ed on a fallen Del Shofner 
and broke a few of Schofner’s 
ribs. 
“ Sample always put his knee 
on your head to push down on 
when he gets up after a tack­ 
le,” says Baltimore’s Timmy 
Brown. 
“ Football is not the cleanest 
game in the world,” says Sam­ 
ple, grinning at his understate­ 
ment. 
“ Everybody remembers the 


nice things people say about 
them, but they try to forget 
the bad things,” he says. “ I 
don’t want to forget. Before 
the Super Bowl last year, I 
read my book all week. Then 
I got all my hate out in 60 
minutes against the Colts.” 
At 32 and beginning his 12th 
season as a regular pro corner- 
back, Sample probably holds the 
record for fist fights in both 
leagues. The fights he doesn’t 
start with his faceguard or 
hands or knees or elbows, he 
sometimes 
incites 
with his 
mouth. 
“ That started when I was a 
sophomore in college, (Mary- 
land State), ” Sample says. 
“ I was playing defensive half­ 
back and getting beat all the 
time. My coach, Vernon Mc­ 
Cain, told me that if I didn’t 
find some way of improving, 
he didn’t see how he could 
let me play. I told him I was 
doing all I could. 
“ He studied me a minute and 
said, “ Why don’t you try talk­ 
ing to your man. Try to take 
his mind off what he’s doing.’ 
It worked.” 
After eight years in the Nat­ 
ional Football League, Sample 
was waivered out in 1965. A 
member of the Washington Red­ 
skins at the time, he was trad­ 
ed to Chicago with Coach Gra­ 
ham’s arrival. 
The two men have clashed 
ever since Sample, himself a 
College All-Star in 1958 and 
Graham was his coach. 
After Sample and George Hal- 
as could not agree on a fitting 
salary, the cornerback found 
he could not get another job in 
NFL. “ I called every club in 
the league, but no one would 
talk to me,” he says. “ One 
owner was honest enough to 
tell me the truth, though. He 
said: ‘There’s no sense in you 
calling. We’ve been told hands 
off. ’ I’d been blackballed ” 
AH of which brings us 
to 
another 
item 
for 
Sample’s 
scrapbook. 
“ Johnny wasn't blackballed,” 
an NFL spokesman said. “ We 
don’t often say, ‘Consider the 
source,’ but Sample is one case 
where we do. He speaks his 
truth and his truth very often 
doesn’t jibe with the actual 
situation.” ______________

That day is drawing closer for Andy

ing the whole kooky bit—name, hairdo and 
all—and making à serious stab at con­ 
formity. 


No reason why she couldn’t succeed at 
normalcy, either. The girl has a lot going 
for her. if you can look beyond those 
outer trappings of nuttiness. 


Forget the hair, which hangs in black 
strings like yesterday’s damp shoelaces.

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Need an engineer 


A recent action by the City Council to delay active recruit­ 
ment of a registered civil engineer to serve as public works 
director of our community is a move than can only be describ­ 
ed as “penny wise and pound foolish.” 
Observers can only conclude that the objective in the two- 
month recruitment delay is to determine whether or not the 
city requires a registered civil engineer to serve as public 
works director. 


The action by the Council was taken over the argument of 
City Administrator Gene Wählers. We must side with Wäh­ 
lers in his argument. The city administrator is charged with 
the administration of policy set by the Council. To not allow 
him to set the qualifications for his administrative team seems 
totally out of reason. 
It would not take an old-timer to remember the engineering 
fiasco this growing community experienced without qualified 
engineering ability at hand. In fact, the recently resigned 
public works director will easily attest that his first months on 
the job were exclusively devoted to straightening out the situa­ 
tion. 
One of the arguments put forth in delaying active recruit- 


ment for the important position is the fact that “ we haven’t 
had a sub-division map for many months.” This may be very 
true. However, the city is constantly subject to engineering 
problems and always will be. A consulting service, serving as 
a city engineer, is not the answer. The consulting service is 
not part of a close administrative 
team, tending to be more 
autonomous than cooperative. 
Another suggestion put forth was the selection of a citizens’ 
committee to become involved in the selection of a public 
works director. Citizen committees have their place in local 
government. This is not one of them. The selection of a public 
works director should be accomplished with the aid of ex­ 
perts in the field, as suggested by City Administrator Wäh­ 
lers. This would include, perhaps, an outside city administra­ 
tor, public works director and city attorney sitting as an oral 
board of review with the final authority for hiring resting with 
the local city administrator, as present personnel policy es­ 
tablished by Council dictates. 
We believe Lompoc should not be without a qualified public 
works director serving importantly as city engineer. We 
urge the City Council to reconsider their action in delaying 
the recruitment for this essential position. 


One for Pompidou 


Devaluation of the franc may appear far away and of little 
concern to Americans, other than the tourists among us in a 
position to cash in immediately on the sudden 12.5 per cent 
bonus in the dollar’s purchasing power in France, but such is 
the interdependence of the world today that this is far from 
being the case. 


Chronic 
weakness of the franc in recent years has con­ 
tributed greatly to an uneasy international economic balance, 
and that has had its effect on our lives and the value of our dol­ 
lars here at home. 


Fortunately, 
what might possibly have been an immediate 
result of devaluation, a renewed attack on the dollar along with 
the shaky British pound, has so far shown no signs of material­ 
izing. In large part, this may be due to the exquisite timing of 
the French move, carried through when world money markets

were quiet and thus catching speculators off balance. 
This might be expected of President Pompidou, consider­ 
ing his background in high finance. There is also a political 
angle. With devaluation, Pompidou has taken his longest 
step to date out of the shadow of Charles de Gaulle, who stead­ 
fastly 
refused to consider such a move despite continued 
hemorrhaging of French reserves. 


Despite the flak he is encountering inside France as a re­ 
sult of concurrent efforts to hold the lid on price and wage in­ 
creases, 
Pompidou 
stands to reap political advantage by 
establishing himself as a president with his own convictions 
and the skill to carry them out. 


Hoepfully, 
devaluation also marks another step 
away 
from De Gaulle’s play-it-alone stance and toward a role in the 
international 
community 
based on practicality, not pride. 


Maintenance man 


When things happen at our house that 
require even the slightest bit of mech­ 
anical maintenance, we shudder. 
Two things happened this week, almost 
of an emergency nature. The toilet seat 
fell off in the kid’s bathroom and the 
pressure door closer on the door from 
the family room to the garage broke in 
two. 
We purchased a new gleaming, white 
toilet seat and immediately noted that 
the equipment had only two screws. Take 
off the old screws, put on the new. 
Simple. 
Why architects de­ 
sign 
bathrooms 
where they put this 
essential facility in

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 


Man and environment 


DENVER, 
COLO. — In the interest­ 
ing museum of the Colorado Historical 
Society is the scalp of a young woman 
taken from a Sioux indian captured by 
the federals after a successful raid by 
the Sioux on a frontier outpost. A long 
braid of fading brown hair is attached 
to a withered piece of scalp. 
They lived dangerously in those pio­ 
neer times a century 
or more ago. For all 
the sleek, 
glistening 
new 
office buildings 
rising 
in 
booming 
Denver, you can hear 
concerned 
citizens 
who believe 
the dan­ 
ger today is infinitely 
greater 
than 
the 
hazards 
of the trail 
and the threat of the 
savages who for some strange reason did 
not appreciate having their ancient hunt­ 
ing grounds taken over by the “civiliz­ 
ing” whites. 
The case they make is that the danger 
is far more subtle 
and pervasive. 
It 
lies in the industry of mass death that 
between private 
enterprise 
and the 
military has developed several flourish­ 
ing centers in this area. First and most 
conspicuous is the Army’s Rocky Moun­ 
tain Arsenal with its huge cache 
of 
nerve gas. That reservoir of death, suf­ 
ficient to kill all the 1,100,000 inhabi­ 
tants of this metropolis if properly ad­ 
ministered, lies within a short distance 
of the Denver airport. 
What would happen should a plane 
crash on takeoff into that reservoir hard­ 
ly bears thinking about. But, as more 
and more people began to think about it, 
the Army decided 
something had to be 
done. 
Moreover, the metal 
canisters 
carried over from World War II, each 
fused for activating the liquid 
as an 
aerosol bomb converts liquid into spray, 
had begun to corrode. 
In a moment of sheer 
lunacy the 
Army decided to dispose of this hazard 
by transporting it across the country 
and dumping it into the Atlantic ocean 
off the New Jersey Coast. The special 
trains transporting this instant death 
would have passed through a half-dozen 
population centers and finally would have 
traversed 
Jersey’s teeming industrial 
centers. Any competent 
actuary could 
have figured the chances of an accident 
and they were not small. 
If the public had not been alerted by a 
few men in Congress, notably Rep. Rich­ 
ard D. McCarthy, 
D-N.Y., 
the Army 
might have carried out this lunatic pro­ 
posal. 
Scientists were concerned not 
only with the hazard to human life but 
what the consequences might be if this 
great lethal mass were dumped into the 
ocean. The figure of 27,000 tons has been 
used but 
how much of this is nerve 
gas and how much is metai canister no 
one seems to know or at least no one is 
telling. 
As a result of the cries of indigna­ 
tion rising from the route of the pro­ 
posed nerve 
gas caravan, the Army 
gave up the idea. 
Briefly, considera­ 
tion was given to interring it somewhere 
in the vicinity of the Dugway Proving 
Ground in Utah where those 5,000 sheep 
were killed by a nerve-gas experiment 
conducted in the open. 
But the good 
people of Utah felt they were already sub­ 
ject to enough dangers. 
Eventually a committee of scientists 
was named to consider the problem. 
Headed by Dr. George Kistiakouski who 
had been 
President Eisenhower's sci­ 
ence 
adviser, the committee conclud­ 
ed that the gas should be destroyed by a 
chemical 
procedure. While this will be 
a long and difficult process, it will in­ 
volve, according to the Kistiakowski 
committee, no contamination of the at­ 
mosphere. 
An important part in arousing the pub­ 
lic to what the perils are in these cen­ 
ters of mass death is the Colorado Com­ 
mittee on Environmental 
Information. 
Made up of scientists in the University 
of Colorado and specialists in research 
projects financed with federal money, 
they are insisting on the public’s right 
to know just what the dangers are. The 
committee, which includes such disting­ 
uished scientists 
as Dr. Edward U. 
Condon, 
former head of the National 
Bureau of Standards, is patterned after 
a group formed by Prof. Barry Common­ 


er of Washington University that has per­ 
formed invaluable service in monitor­ 
ing radioactive 
fallout and giving the 
public an opportunity to appraise 
the 
consequences of the poison released 
into the atmosphere. 
The Colorado committee is concen­ 
trating on what may or may not have 
happened at the serious fire that swept 
the Dow Chemical Company plant manu­ 
facturing plutonium at Rocky Mountain 
Flats two months ago. Did the fire re­ 
lease 
into the 
immediate environ­ 
ment deadly plutonium, the raw mater­ 
ial of nuclear weapons? The company 
says no and so does the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the contractor. 
But the scientists are not satisfied. 
A subcommittee headed by Edward Mar- 
tell, himself at one time part of the 
Pentagon weapons hierarchy, is demand­ 
ing answers to a long list of questions.

They are demanding, too, a survey of the 
soil in the environs of the plant that 
employs 
3,000 workers. The crusad­ 
ing weekly, Cerbi’s Journal, regularly 
cites the record of the workers press­ 
ing claims against Dow not only for ac­ 
cidents in the “hot” areas of the plant 
but for various forms of cancer and leu­ 
kemia 
alleged to be the result of deal­ 
ing with the stuff that is the prime agent 
of annihilation. 
The commission named to study chem­ 
ical and biological 
warfare would do 
well to come to Denver. Here, as the 
distant mountains are shrouded in haze 
that is part smog from the motorcar and 
part industrial waste, is a case history 
of what man has done to his environ­ 
ment.

Bill awaits Reagan 


As of yesterday, Gov. Reagan had 
still not affixed his signature to assembly 
legislation that would require disclosure 
of assets by public officers. 
Both houses of the 
_____ 
state legislature ap­ 
proved the bill after 
weeks of squabbling 
over amendments. 
The bill, AB 325 
was finally approved 
after 
the 
defeat of 
amendments by Sen. 
Clark 
Baily 
that 
would have removed 
local officials from 
the provisions of the 
legislature. Bradley had sought to exempt 
officials who receive no compensation, 
and exclude members of boards and 
commissions whose duties are primar­ 
ily advisory in nature rather than “ pur­ 
ely” advisory in nature. 
The bill before Reagan now applies 
to all public officials, including officers 
of a city and top administrative officers 
of departments, bureaus or division of 
any public agency. AB 325 requires every 
public officer of a public agency to file, 
annually, a statement of investments, 
including ownership of shares in a cor­ 
poration, ownership of a financial inter­ 
est in any business entity or property 
held for income, if such investment or 
ownership is in excess of $10,000 in 
value. 
The summation of the bill’s purview 
is by the League of California Cities, 
legislative watchdog for most of the 
state’s cities. Disclosures in subsequent 
years need only be changes in invest­ 
ments held by a particular officer, if 
there are any changes. 
Penalty for violating the law, pro­ 
viding Reagan signs it, is a misdem­ 
eanor and violation with knowledge of 
the unlawfulness of the act or omission 
is a felony. The “ public agencies” word­ 
ing does not include commissions or 
boards the functions of which are purely 
advisory in nature. Homes and property 
used primarily for personal or recrea­ 
tional purposes are not included in the

assets that must be disclosed. But in­ 
vestments do include ownership of shares 
by either spouse or a minor child. Again 
the summation is by the league. 
All this is pretty heady stuff. Most 
cities, according to surveys made by 
the league have opposed the bill be­ 
cause of the far - reaching definitions 
of investments and particularly because 
of the number and type of public offi­ 
cial embraced by the legislation. 
It is still too early for legal opinions 
on the measure, but a birdseye view of 
this reporter indicates that it covers the 
city councilmen, the city administrator 
and such officials as the police chief 
and the fire chief 
A test of the bill says that mem­ 
bers of public agencies such as com­ 
missions or boards of a “ purely” ad­ 
visory character are exempt. Lompoc’s 
Planning Commission is primarily ad­ 
visory, but the body does some things 
as final actions such as the granting of 
use permits, variances etc. 
The bill, according to mostoff-the-cufl 
opinions would also prevail for depart­ 
ment heads. 
Lompoc’s City Council has taken no 
official stand, for or against the bill 
One official thought the principal objec­ 
tion if there were any might be because 
the bill might discourage private citi­ 
zens from serving on such bodies as 
commissions of various sorts. 
Another official’s private thought was 
that if a person is reluctant to disclose 
his assets, it might be better if he didn’t 
serve on the official body. The view was 
aimed at the reluctance aspect and not 
at any hint of potential wrong doing on 
the part of the official who was serving. 
Basically most people this reporter 
talked with, favored the idea of disclo­ 
sure, but some were hesitant when it 
came to approving the broad scope of 
the bill 
This reporter favors the bill and 
favors the scope. It will go a long way 
to dispel some of the dangers that have 
occurred elsewhere, despite the incon­ 
venience and the delving into the private 
financial world of even minor officials.
